Remarks 

In view of the following remarks, favorable reconsideration of the final office action 
is respectfully requested. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1-2, 4, 10-12, 14, 16-21, 28, 
32-33, 50-52 and 58 remain in this application. Claims 3, 5-9, 13, 15, 22-27, 29-31, 34-49 
and 53-57 have been canceled. 

1. Response to Request for Reconsideration 

Applicant has amended the status identifier used for Claim 1 from "Previously 
Amended" to "previously presented". 

2. Allowable Subject Matter 

Again, the Examiner is thanked for the indication that claims 1,2,4, 10-12, 14, 16-21, 
28, 32, 33, 50-52 and 58 are allowed. Applicant has canceled claims 34-49 and 53 herein. 
Applicant retains the right to present the subject matter of claims 34-49 and claim 53 in a 
continuation application.
